K >bert Briley, acting 
master; John Turner, purser; Amador Bal- 
liaa, stew ard; Sam Kavanagh, fireman, and 
several passengers a-e r p'rted lost.

S e a ttle , January 17th.—By the arrival of 


the steamer PolitkcLky to-night at 10 o’clock, 
we have a fuller report of the disaster on the 
Josephine. The explosion occurred at noon, 
while the passengers were at dinner. The 
engineer was at the table, and declares that 
when he left the lower deck the gange indi­ 
cated 200 pounds, and that the glasB was half 
full. The crown sheet went straight up 
through the forward cabin end pilot-house, 
carrying Johnson, the man nt the wheel, high 
into the air and causing his inetant death. 
Captain 
Bailey was 
on the main deck 
at 
the 
time, and 
was 
loat. 
Neither 
he 
nor 
Purser 
Turner 
were 
seen 
after the explosion. The steward, Amador 
Ballinp, and his helper, David §parks, were 
instantly killed while waiting on the table. 
The body of the steward was afterwards re­ 
covered anti lift on a part of the wreck, but 
before it conld be picked up was washed off 
and went to the bottom. Sam Kavanaugb, 
the fireman, was rot Been afterwtrds, and un­ 
doubtedly was killed. S. E Cannon, a com­ 
mercial trave’er, representing Bates, Roed & 
Cooley, of New York, was killed, but his 
body was eaved and brought here. Cannen 
leaves a wife 
arid two children in San 
Franc¡8cr. 
Samuel Babbit, a stranger, was 
also killed. Those injured were Dennis Law­ 
ler, the engineer, badly bruised about the 
bead; Miss Erie He Bradish, of Tacims, 
thigh broken ; Hannah Price, of Skagit, an 
old lidy^ aukle jammed and otherwise h n rt; 
H. G. Kelley, of Skagit, leg broken. One 
o r two others were slightly hurt, while 
sixteen persons on board esca[>ed uninjured. 
The boiler, or some other missile, went back 
through the boa*, and tore the wheal into a 
thousand 
pieces. 
The boat broke 
into 
two pieces, one sinking and the other 
floating. 
Indiana and loggers near by went 
to the assistance of the un*ortuna!ei at once, 
and carried ths two bodies recovered, the 
wounded and the others, on shore,where they 
were afterwards pick-d up by the Pt.litkof- 
eky and brought to this city. Captain Frank 
Smith, of the latter steamer, tore up his 
clothing and beJding to make the unfortu­ 
nates eaeier, and in this way credit is given 
to him for saving the life of at least one lady. 
This is by long odds ths worst steamboat ac­ 
cident that ever occurred in these waters, the 
only exp’.osior, in fact, being that o f the 
boiler ot ths tug Resolute, in 1868, when sne 
man was killed. 


THE LEGISLATURE. 


Both Houses R esum ing 
I abor—H cClure 
Proposes Civil Service Reform —E efusal 
to Confitm Appointments. 
The sessions of both houses of the Legislature 
were short yesterday, bu t a large num ber of bills 
were introduced. The most im portant m atter con­ 
sidered was the appointm ents made by Governor 
Perkins. 
By a strict party vote, in executive ses­ 
sion, the Senate refused to cou6rm the appoint­ 
ments made by the ex-Govcrnor, except in the eases 
t f the Regents of the University. 
Those appoint­ 
ments wero referrei to the Committee on Judiciary 
to decide a legal point. 
The Senate m et at 2 p. m., President pro tem. Del 
Valle in the chair. 
A message was received from the Governor w ith­ 
drawing the name of General Charles Cadwalader 
frtni the list of appointm ents before the Senate for 
confirmation. 
The President pro tem. announced th at he had 
received from the Secretary of State the papers in 
the contested election caee of Buck again3t Steele 
for a seat in the Senate from Solano eouuty. 
They 
were referred to the Committee on Elections. 
Knight presented a petition from petsons inter­ 
ested in the dairy business, favoring the passage of 
the bill prepared under the auspices of the Califor­ 
nia State Dairyman's Association, in regard to oleo­ 
margarine. 
Ci oss, fron. the Committee on Judidary, reported 
back favorably the following bills : S. B. 12, to 
amend Section 326 ef the Civil Code, relating to 
stocks and stockboldtrs, by H cClure; S. P. 13, 
to amend Sections 1202 and 1203 of the Civil Code, 
relating to actions for provmg instrum ents and cor- 
reeling defective certificates of acknowledgment, 
by McClure ; S. B. 14, to amend Sections 3467 and 
3469 of th e Civil Code, refitting to ats'gnm ents for 
the benefit of credit rs, by M cClure; S. B. 16, to 
amend Section 2282 of the Civil Code, relating to 
the m anner in which a Trustee may be discharged 
from his trust, by McClure ; S. B. 31, to amend the 
Civil Code, relating to authentication of marriage, 
by McClure. 
They were all lead the first time. 
Cronan, from the Committee on Public Buildings, 
reported tack favoring the resolution requiring the 
State Engineer to proceed to the Deaf, Dumb and 
Blind Asylum and the State University, and report 
a plan for the dis|K>aition of the sewerage of those 
buildings, and it was adopted. 
The Senate then went into executive scss’on and 
considered the appointm ents made by Governor 
Perkins. 
The appointm ents of N. Greene Curtis, I. 
W. H erm an and Leland Stanford as Regents cf the 
State University were referred to the Committee on 
Judiciary, with instrucious to report as to whether 
Section 1*48 of the Political Code, in regard to vie an­ 
cles. applies to such cases. The ?cna,e then refused, 
by a strict party vote, to advise and consent to the 
following appointm em s: J F. Houghton, as Trus­ 
tee of the Asylum for the D.-af, Dumb a d Blind ; 
Charles M. Cogían, as 1 rustee ot the State Burial 
Ground ; Leweijyn Tozcr, Brigadier-General; C. W. 
C. P.oweil, Brigadier-General; J. G. Wail, Brigadier- 
General ; 
W. W. Traylor, 
Fish Commissioner; 
Joseph D. Redding, Fish Commissioner; Martin B. 
Miller, State Prison Director- Senators Murphy and 
Sullivan being ex.used from voting on the last- 
named appointment. 
Johnson int'odnced a hill providing for the organ­ 
ization, Incorporation and government of municipal 
corporations, exc. pting cities containing more t iian 
100,000 inhabitants, which was referred to the Com­ 
m ittee on City and Town Governments.

The Bpoils system in politick is hideous 
enough in its most attractive form, but its 
most disgusting features of deformity are 
exhibited when a partisan Legislature at­ 
tempts to legislate its political opponents 
out of office to make place for the place- 
hunting lazzaroni of its own eide. To 
soften down the coarser features of such 
proceedings, bills intended to displace of­ 
ficials are usually so drawn up as to pre­ 
sent some features of change. As the pro­ 
posed changes are untried experiments, a 
claim to improvement may at least be al­ 
leged. Some of these measures are already 
before the present Legislature, and notably 
among them appears one to abolish the 
present Board of Harbor Commissioners, 
and create a new Board; also a bill to 
abolish the Board of Bank Commissioners 
and the office of Insurance Commissioner, 
and to consolidate the duties nnder a new 
Board to be called “ The Board of Bank 
and Insurance Commissioners.” Each of 
these bills present some slight features of 
change from the laws creating the existing 
Boards. But the changes are merely in 
the nature of feeble protests against the 
charge of legislating Republicans out of 
office. It íb said, and upon what appears 
to be good authority, that Governor Stone- 
man’s idea of party policy was, and is, to 
have this Legislature pass the appor­ 
tionment 
bill,

and 
a 
few 
other 
lead­ 
ing 
kindred 
measures, 
and 
then 
adjourn. If this is true, it is highly 
complimentary to the political sagacity of 
the new Governor. But it is one thing to 
conceive a wise course for a partisan Legis­ 
lature, and quite another thing to secure its 
adoption. The reputed suggestion of the 
Governor is too far above the plane of 
legislative intelligence and moderation to 
find favor with the majority. What will 
happen will be the enactment of a mass of 
crude legislation in the nature cf tinkering 
up all the laws and institutions of the 
State. Like the itinerant jeweler who 
repaired the farmer’s clock, and took out 
of its movement wheels enough to make 
another clock, eo inexperience in legisla 
tion, with its accompanying egotism, is al­ 
ways prepared to repair the complex ma­ 
chinery of government, with the promise of 
saving wheels enough to run another State. 
Bat the measures under consideration are 
not aimed at the number of wheels in 
the governmental machinery, but rather at 
the political complexion of the incumbents 
of place. The number of Harbor Commis­ 
sioners named in the Board to be created 
is exactly equal to that composing the 
Board to be abolished. As to the Bank 
Commissioners and Insurance Commission­ 
er, wo believe there is one wheel saved or 
left out. Bat it ie a Republican monocycle, 
and that is the real point arrived at. How­ 
ever, we do not complain. The progress 
of States and nations in the direction of 
civil service reform is helped rather than 
impeded by all exhibitions of partisan 
greed and lust of public place. Every act 
of the present Legislature which is in­ 
tended to displace Republicans with Demo­ 
cratic incumbents gives emphasis to the 
necessity of the higher and more enlight­ 
ened conceptions embodied in the princi­ 
ples of civil service reform, and makes the 
defeat of the party capable of this species 
of official piracy morally certain. 


THE PRINCE’S MANIFESTO. 
The French are hero worshipers. In 
the past Francs has been truer to ideals 
than to principles. Gambetta speculated 
upon this trait of his countrymen. As 
has been well said, be, more than any 
other man in France, represented tho policy 
of revenge. He failed to rekindle the 
warlike spirit, and he fell. Outside the 
cities, at least, the French have no stomach 
for a renewal of the German struggle; 
peaceful vocations and the bended debt 
engross them. As we remarked recently, 
the apathy of the rural population has 
given cause for fear that patriotism has de­ 
clined in France, and to an unstable Cham­ 
ber of Deputies, and the extremists among 
agitators, have been left the matters of 
government. Prince Napoleon this week 
presumed upon the impassiveness of the 
people and the vacillating spirit of the 
Deputies to issue a seditious manifesto and 
placarded the blank walls of Paris with it. 
To his surprise, and that of lookers on, the 
Chamber showed unexpected vigor, and by 
a vote of 417 to 89 the Government was 
sustained in the act directing his arrest. 
The Bonapartists protested in vain ; and 
by 328 to 112 urgency waB voted on Flo- 
qnet’s motion from the Republican side, 
prohibiting the presence in France of any 
members of former French dynasties. The 
Prince finds that the French do not pro­ 
pose to put him, or any of his, upon the 
idol’s throne. The promptness with which 
his scheme to advance the interests of 
monarchists has been throttled we believe 
will meet the approval of the French 
masseB and attach them closer to the re­ 
public. They do not believe him to be 
sincere in his denials of personal ambition, 
or in his declaration that he desires a Pres­ 
ident chosen as is that of the United 
States, that the Executive may be inde­ 
pendent of the Depnties. 
What Plon 
Plon has accomplished is to show to the 
world how unimportant a personage he is, 
to draw the line more sharply than ever be­ 
tween Republicans and Bonapartists, and 
to make exile the fate of his friends. 


ON THE BARE BACK 
AH trne men are of one mind regarding 
that despicable wretch known as “ the 
wife beater.” The lash is certainly mild 
punishment for such a man. But the age 
has passed beyond that period in which re­ 
taliatory force on tbe part of the law was 
no offense to civilization. A few years ago 
the Legislature, seeking by the severity 
rather fhan the certainty of the law, to 
punish the wife beater, set up the whip- 
ping-post. The Supreme Court held that 
the lash was cruel and unusual punishment 
and within the inhibition of the old Consti- 
tu'ior. The present Constitution retains the 
worls of the former one, that no cruel or 
unusual punishment shall be inflicted. Yet 
Mr. McClure, by Senate Bill 36, proposes 
to place it in the discretion of the Court to 
punish for battery committed upon the 
wife, by imprisonment, or the infliction of 
thirty-one lashes (as a minimum) on the 
bare back. Does he hope to obtain from 
tbe Supreme Bench, as now constituted, a 
different ruling ?

LOCAL JTELUCENCE. 


T h e 
L a t e 
B o a r d 
o f 
S u p e r v is o r s .— 
H enry Backlev, late D istrict Attorney, ap­ 
peared before the Board cf Supervisors yes­ 
terday and stated th at he had read in the 
K ecord-U jsion the opinion of D istrict A t­ 
torney Carey, relative to the legality of the 
m eeting tf the old Board held at the begin­ 
ning of the present m onth. 
As it was di­ 
rectly opposite to the opinion given by him 
to the late Board, embracing the same ques­ 
tion, he wished to state the reasons on wnich 
his opinion was founded. 
Section 879, A r­ 
ticle IV . of the Political Code says : “ livery 
officer m ust continue to discharge the duties 
of 
his 
office, 
although 
his 
term has 
expired, until His successor has qualified.” 
Even if their term s expired “ at midnight of 
the 31st day of December, 1882,” he believed 
they would yet hold over under the above­ 
quoted section, and were Supervisors de faeto 
until tiie new Board qualified ; that had they 
not qualified for amontfa, the old Board would 
have still continued to hold; th at the late 
county officers were all officers de facto under 
a decision of the Supreme Court, and were not 
elected by the people for the term as held by 
them . The present Board could not hare as­ 
sumed the duties of the office until January 
8th. According to Section 4109 of th» Politi­ 
cal Code, as amended and approved M arch 7, 
1881, the portion of which relates to the 
B oard of Supervisors ii as follows: “ That 
all Sn or.rvisors and Justices of the Peace 
shall take office on the firs! Monday after 
the first day of January next succeeding 
their election, and shall hold office for two 
years. 
The years during which a Supervisor 
and Justice of tho Peace is to hold office are 
to be computed respectively from and includ­ 
ing the first Monday of January of any one 
year to and excluding the first Monday of 
Jan u ary next succeeding.” I t was on the 
latter part of this clause th at D istrict A ttor­ 
ney Carc-y based his opicion. 
Mr. Buckley 
believes th at under the codes and decisions of 
the Supreme Court there can be no such thing 
as an interregnum in the office, and conse­ 
quently the old Board m ust bold over. 
The 
opinion given to the late Board by Mr. 
Buckley was on the amount of salary to 
which the members were entitled, and it was 
to the effect th at they should receive payment 
for one-half a term. 
I t is understood that an 
attem pt will be made to compel the old mem­ 
bers to p y back the salary drawn for this 
m onth. 
However, it will probably not reach 
the Courts, for the question of legality will 
be decided on the Franklin township Justice 
of the Peace appointment, which is to be 
taken to the Courts. 


E x p e r t ’s C la im s .— John Bellmer'a claim 
for $100 for services rendered in expertiag the 
books of county officers, as directed by the 
G rand Jury, was allowed by the Board of 
Supervisors yesterday forenoon, Steinman 
B ailfy and Sm ith voting no. 
The Clerk of 
the Board was also instructed to notify the 
G rand Ju ry th at hereafter compensation for 
bu t one expert would be allowed. 
A di?cuí- 
sion efterwards arose as to the legality of the 
claim, and on motion the vote allowing it 
was reconsidered, and on call of the roll on 
the motion to allow the claim it was rejected 
by a vote of 5 to 2. 
D istrict A ttorney Carey 
was asked for his opinion in the m atter, 
which was filed in writing. 
He said th at by 
the provisions cf Section 928 of the Political 
Code the Grand Ju ry was authorized to em­ 
ploy but one export for the purpose of exam­ 
ining the county books, and that they bad 
exceeded their authority when they employed 
he adds, that he believes that if 
imon of the Board “ the aggregate 
Bum of bolh claims would be but a just com­ 
pensation for one expert for twice the time 
consume 1 by the two experts in doing this 
work, than the spirit of the law in the case 
would adm it of the payment of both claimB, 
for it would have cost the county the same 
had but one expert done the entire w ork; 
and it may be th at the public servios may 
have bseu subserved in having it done as 
quickly as possible.” 


B o a r d o f S u p e r v is o r s —The Board cf 
Supervisors met yesterday morning pursuant 
to adjournm ent, a full Board present. 
The 
Building Committee reported advereely on 
the petition of F. T. Meagher for appoint­ 
m ent as cngicecr of the H all of Records, and 
the report was aiopted. 
The Chairman was 
ordered to notify Coyle Bros, th it the wood 
they were delivering at the County Hospital 
was not according to contract. 
The Clerk 
was ant-,orized to advertise for thirty cores 
of wood. 
The m atter of ventilating the 
County H irpitil was indefinitely postponed. 
The Auditor was authorized to transfer $9,000 
from the general fund to certain other funds. 
The Clerk was instructed to notify the Corn- 
miseionere of H orticulture th at their services 
were no longer required, as the Supreme 
Court bad declared such Board unconstitu­ 
tional. 
Coyle Bros, appeared before the 
Board in regard to the wood being delivered 
a t the County Hospital, and were notified that 
the Board would pay $6 68 per cord far th at 
already delivered. The Board theu adjourned 
until 10 o’clock this morning.

T H E W ALDEN 
PE R JU R Y 
TRIAL. 


The trial of M iner W alden, of Stanislaus 
county, indicted for perjury by the present 
G rand Jury, was called for trial in the Su­ 
perior Court on Tuesday. 
The perjury con­ 
sists in certain testimony which was given by 
defendant on June 24, 1880, in a case in 
which one W in. W illiams was on trial for 
cattle-stealing, and in which W alden testified 
th at W illiams was in Modesto, w ten he 
really was in Amador county, the fact bcieg 
m aterial in the trial of Williams, as if 
W alden’s statem ent was true, then Williams 
would have established an alibi. 
The cattle 
were stolen from the ranch of Marion Biggs, 
Jr., near Georgetown, in this county, and were 
found on W alden’s ranch in Stanislaus coun­ 
ty. The history of the capture of the thieve#, 
their conviction and cammitment to State 
Prison, is well known te the public. W alden 
is a large and prominent land ownc r, and at 
one time represented his county in the State 
Legislature. 
W alden was placed on trial for 
the crime of perjury in the Superior Court of 
this county on September 19th of last year, 
but the trial was brought to a sudden term i­ 
nation by (he introduction as testimony of 
the W illiams indictment, in which he was 
charged with stealing nineteen steers and one 
cow, while the indictm ent against W alden 
alleged th at tw enty steers had been stolen. 
On this technicality the jury was dismissed 
from a further consideration of the case, and 
the defendant held to answer before the next 
G rand Ju ry . 
The date on which this alleged 
perjury was committed was in M ay, 1881, at 
the second trial of W illiams, and to prevent 
W alden from escaping on the plea of “ once 
in jeopardy,” he was indicted for perjury 
alleged to have been committed on the first 
trial of W illiams. 
The prosecution is con­ 
ducted by D istrict A ttorney John T. Carey, 
C. T. Jones and I. S. Brown. W . E. T ur­ 
ner, of Modesto, and Grove L. Johnson ap ­ 
pear for the defense. 
W hen the case was called on Tuesday 
morning, counsel for the defendant made a 
motion for continuance, based on the absence 
of material witnesses. 
Pending the motion 
the Court took a recess until yesterday morn­ 
ing. 
In the interim one of the witnesses ar­ 
rived, and the motion was denied as to the 
others. 
A large portion of the day yesterday 
was occupied in obtaining a jury, the venire 
of seventy jurors being nearly exhausted be­ 
fore the panel was filled. 
I t was noticeable 
bow maDy of the venire had served as jurors 
in some one of the several cases which grew 
out of the cattle stealing. 
Toe first witneta called was Deputy County 
Clerk Hamilton, who testified to the finding 
of the W illiams indictment, and read the 
record of the Court, which showed th at he 
had sworn W aldoa as a witness in the case. 
Court Reporter Davis was next sworn, and 
testified by reading his notes of tbe testi­ 
mony given by W alden in the trial of W ill­ 
iams. 
Counsel for the People then proposed to 
put William W illiams, defendant in the 
former case, now in jail and under sentence 
to the State Prison, on the stand for tbe pur­ 
pose of proving that the m atters testified to 
by WaldeD, and on which this proeecution is 
founded, were false. 
Defendant’s counsel objected to this testi­ 
mony because it was not admissible under 
this indictment, and they claimed th at tbe 
indictment is not specific enough in its allega­ 
tions to admit this testimony being given. 
Pending the argument on this objection, the 
Court adjourned until this morning at 9:30 
o’clock. 
(Hear Lyon wa3 also indicted for perjury 
in the same case, and will be called for trial 
at the conclusion of the present case.

This 
flittering (and very unusual) compliment to 
my ehirography would have been received as 
ample compensation for any number cf un­ 
im portant errors, bnt on examination I dis­ 
cover some mistakes which affect the sense 
too damsgiogiy to be passed w ithout correc­ 
tion. 
For instances: In the third line from the 
top of page 4, “ two” miles is made to read 
“ ten.” 
I could stand a mile or two, but 
eight in ten is excessive. 
F arther down the same page, for “ then 
safe and durable bridges,” read “ three.” 
Still lower, on page 4, for “ which came 
boiling down,” read “ which come.” 
N ear the top of page 5, to “ fifty yarda or 
bo, ' add “ being completed,” to finish the 
sentence. 
On page 8, for “ there the stream fails 
early,” read “ true the stream fails early.” 
In the name “ Tooloolweack ” please omit 
the e after the second L 
On page 7, third paragraph, put the dash 
after “ mentioned,” and a comma after “ val­ 
ley.”

, 
So far as I have had tim e to examine tbe 
financial part it appears to be correct. 
P er­ 
haps it should have been Btated in the report 
th at the terms of office of J . P. Jackson, W. 
H. Mills. George S. Ladd and M. C. Briggs 
expired in April, 1882. 
Jackson, Mills and 
Briggs were reappointed, and J . H. O’Brien, 
of Stockton, was commissioned to fill the 
vacancy occasioned by expiration of term of 
Mr. Ladd.

PAUL H. H 4YNE. 


Paul H. Hayne was born January 1, 1831, 
st Charleston, 8. C„ the son of Lieutenant 
Paul H. Hayce, of the United States Navy, 
a brother of Robert V. Hayne, statesman. 
He was educated at the College of Charles­ 
ton. where he was graduated in 1850. 
After 
reading law and being admitted to the bar, he 
determined upon the life cf a literary man, 
and having the financial means desirable to 
give the best effect to his decision, worked 
assiduously to attain proficiency in composi­ 
tion, both prose and verse. He edited “ Rus- 
eell’a Magazine ” and other periodica!», qpd 
in 1855 Tickaor & Field?, of Boston, pub­ 
lished a volume of his poems, which was 
favorably received. 
His next volnms was 
published in 1857, and the third in 18H0. Dur­ 
ing the war ho served in the Confederate 
army on the Btaff cf Governor Pickens, and 
has since be in engaged in literary work.
